PASTORS AND CHURCHES.

Pultting the Young P_o:::lo in Line for Active
Religlous Work.

The preliminary steps for the organization of
» Young People's Methodist Alliance in this city
were taken last nightat a meeting held in
Meridian-street Church, It was called toorder
by Rev. Dr. Gilbert, who invited to be present
the pastor and young people of all the Metho-
dist Johurches in the city. Some of these wers
not represented, yet the attendance from others
was so large as to make the meeting one of good
proportion. Mr. I, M. Besson, of Meridian-
street Church, presided. Rev. W. F. Sheridau,
of Blackford-street Church, outlined the work
that itis expected to be accomplished, and
spoke of the great possibilities undeveloped in
the young peopls which could be utilized

for pushing forward Christian work. By means
of such an alliance the young people of the
churches ought to receive a three-fold develo
ment—social, spiritual and iotellectual. While
he was friendly to all vouasg peoples’ organiza-
tions, be thought the one they contemplated es-
tablishing offered exceptional facilities for the
three-fold development of which he bad spoken.
The young people would be intellectually devel-
oped by a courre of reading comvrising Meth-
odist biography and history; social development
would be acquired by contact with one another
at the meetings of the society, and spiritual de-
velopment would resnlt from the aggressive,
personal work in which each ons would be ex-
pected to engace.

Dr. Gilbers followed in an address in which
he expressed a most earnest hope for the success
of the movement. His own experience had
shown him the inestimable value of the assist-
ance of the younger members of the chureh.
Whon_ pastor of Somerfleld Church, ia Milwan-
kee, his membership was so largely young that
the church was known as the ““Young People’s
Church.” In eonsidering this question, he said
the people must bear in mind the future of the
church. Ten or fifteen years from now all the
cburches would be in the hands
of these very persons whom it was now sought
to uoite in this organization; how important,
then, that they be interested and trained in the
work while they were yet young He hoped
that Lhe movement would get under way imme-
diately, and that a delegate should be sent from
each Mathodist church in the city to the oa-
tional convention of young Methodist socleties.
which meets io Chicago on the 26th, 27th and
25th of this month, a request that bad also been
expressed by the preceding speaker.

After the Keva. C. W. Lees, of Edwin Ray
Church, asa M. B. Hryde, of Hall Place, had
spoken, Doetor Gilbert moved that a ecent sl
commitite® be apoointed of one from each
church, whose duty it should be: [irat, to seek
the orcanization of a young people’s society in
each church, where one did not exist; second,
the selection of a delegate from each sueh so-
ciety to attend the Chicago convention; third,
the calliog of A econvention of the Methodist
young peopls of this city at an early date, for
the purpose of diseussing methods of carrying
oo aggressive Coristinn work. The motion pre-
vailed, after which the following committee on
general arrangements was senounced:

Christ on Calvary.

Munkacsy's great paioting, “Christ on Cal-
vary,” at present the principal feature of the St.
Louis exposition, will be brought to Indianapo-
lis the latter part of next month, and will be
shown at the Plymouth Congregational Chureh.
This pieture is the largest work which has come
from the brush of the distinguished artist. Itis
eighteen feet high and twenty-four feet long,

and contains over fifty life-size figures. Very
recently this painting bas come into the posses-
sion of Mr. John Wanamaker, of Philadalptia,
who, & year ago, bougbt the same artist’s
“‘Christ bafore Pilate,” for which he paid over
$100,000. The success nitending the exhibitions
of the latter picture—which thas far have taken
plaee in New York, Boston, St. Louis, Kansas
City. St. Paul, Minneapolis, Omaha, Des Moines,
Chicago, Milwaukee, Toledo, Cleveland and But-
falo—has been great. It is possible that if the
exhibition of the *Christ on Calvary” meets with
success, the ““Christ before Pilate” also may be
brought here for a short season.

A Missionary Dector's Visit.

Dr. J. P. Cochran, a medical missionary from
Orcomiab, Persia, was in the city yesterday,
the guest of Drs. W. H. and W. N. Wishard
Dr. Cockran was bova in Persis, but received

bis English and medical education in New York.

For ten years he has been the only European
physicisn in a city of 40,000 peonle, and no
other nearer than five days pos'. He is under
the direction of the Presbyterian board. which
has a literary school, theologieal seminary and
hospital at Orocomiah. The city is in the
mountains at 4,000 feet slevation, and has about
the latitude of Washingtan, D. C. The Doctor
and bhis family bave been visiting his wife's peo-
le at Mioneapolis, snd will soon dpl?srt for
‘ersia. Dr. Cochran visited our Citv Hospital,
and expressed bimself highly pleased wish its
outlit and management, which he raid compared
faveorably with any of its eize he had visited in
this country or Europe.

Not Satisfied with Arrasgements About the

Union Depot.

The citizeans who owa property on Illincis and
McNabb streets, just south of the Union Depot,
are greatly dissatisfied with the way the new
Union Depot is to be managed, and some of
them have gone into court to see if they cannot
have their alleged wrongs righted. They want
damages on account of the closing of Illinois
street as a thoroughfare, except through the
tunnel, and now by asupplemental compiaint
they are seeking to compel the Union Railway
Company to keep the south gate to the sheds

open all the time, so chat pedestrians will pot
bave to go through the tunnel. The suit was
bronght in the name of Mrs. Catharine Dantzer,
owner of the (alifornia Hotel, It is alleged
that if the south gate is kept closed, the bLusi
ness houses directly south of the depot will huve
po trade from the traveling public. The nerth
gate will always be kept open. Accompanyiog
the suit was a petition for an order restraiming
the company and the ¢ity from cloclng tho gate,
and Judge Walker yesterday eranted a tempo-
rary restraining order to that effect, which
holds good until the 24th inst, when the case
will come up for a hearing on its merits,

Were Not Wholly to Blame.

Mayor Denny, yesterday morning, decided the
suits brought against the Consumers’' Trust
Company for failure to comply with the natural-
gas ordinance by opening up too many streets,
and keeping them in an impassable condition too
long. He released the company from any liabil-
ity, uoon evidence, as no willful violation of the
ordinance was shown. The evidence was to the

effect that, when the company opesed so many
streets, it expected to have the fttings
here at ecnce, but that afterward the
Eastern manufacturers furnishing them gave
voties that they could not send them at the
time promised. Both the officers of the com-
pany and representatives of the maunufactory,
testifled to that fact. Iu coneluding, however,
the Mayor severely eriticised Gibney & Co. for
their failure to fill trenches promptly. They
had, be said, consulted their own conveniences,
apd given little attention to the rights of the
eity or citizens. He also eriticised the Couneil
or not beiog more prompt in roguiating the
work of the company.

Ia the Criminal Court.

Judge Irvin and Prosecutor Mitchell were in
court early yesterday morning, after a day of
pleasure at the reunion of the Seventieth Repi-
ment, and began work with avim. The jail
prisoners indicted Dby the grand jury were ar-
raigned, and the following entered plens of
guilty: John Kelly, grand larceny; Al Luther,
petit larceny; Charles O, Perry, grand larceny;
Paul Geldt, petit lsrceny: Charles Mahoffy,
grand larcey, acd Joho MeUarty, petit lareeay.
Kelly, Luther and Perry were anxious to have
their sentences affixed, and the judes accommo-
dated them by giviog Kelly five years in the
penitentiary for stealing Jewelry from Ed
Ducas; Lother, cighteen months for stealiog a
coat, and Perry seven years for stealing a horse
and bugey from Horace A. Woods. Perry is an
old eriminal, bavipg, according to his own
statement, served four terms in Joliet and one
term in Michigan City. The remainder of the
prisopars whio pleaded guilty, and did not es-
cape, will be sentenced this morming.

Mr. Oliver's Httl. Scheme,

The grand jury has made s serious and pe-
culiar charge against John Oliver, a machiniss,
who was formerly employed with Haugh, Ketch-
am & Co., of Haughville. Aeccording to the in-

dietmant, Oliver, several weeks ago, concluded
to leave the city, and in order to raise money he

had a confederate call him by telephone at the
‘oundry and sotify him that his wife was dead.
lHe pretended, it is alleged, to be greatly affected
LY the news, and after communieating it to his
fellow-workmen, asked them for s contribution
with which to bury her. They responded lib-
eraliv, and Oliver left, not to be seen again. In
a few days, the prosccutiog witnesses say, theps
learned that hia wife was not dead, and that he
had left the eity. Oliver has been indicted for
grand larceny and oblaining money under falss
pretense. Sherifl Pagl, of Morgan eousnty, lo-
cated him near Martinsvilie a few days ago, and
yesterday be was brought to Indiacapelis, and
placed in jail,

This
amount, in accordanen with the instructions of
the court, had been turned over ta Frederiek
Rand, recesiver of the Baoking Company, with
an additional sum of §566 for the benefis of the
bank’s creditors.
